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GENERAL 




HIS Sweeper has been thoroughly tested before being shipped, 
and is properly adjusted so that it is ready for operation. 

Before starting Sweeper be sure that your current is the same as 
that indicated on name plate of motor. If Direct Current see that 
Voltage is approximately the same, and if Alternating Current see that 
Voltage is approximately the same, and that the cycles per second are 
the same. If you do not already know this, the Rlectric Company 
furnishing the current will give you this information. 

If your machine is an Alternating Current Machine you may 
notice a slight scraping noise when the motor first starts up; this does 
not indicate trouble, hut shows that the automatic starting device is 
operating properly. 

These motors are the best we can buy, and if kept clean and well 
lubricated they should last a life lime (barring accident). 

Accidents, however, in\'^\n happen that would neces.sitate repairs 
being made, in %vhirh ca^^e first consult the Agent or your Electric 
Dealer, an<l if they are unable to adjust same, the machine may be 
returned to our factory for such attention as it may need. You are

If you burn out a fu^e, do not l)lame the S\^ccper but call your 
I.ightin., Compnnv and have them furnish a six (6; ampere fuse, 
which should have been furnished instead of lighter f'-'-s ^hen your 
houce was Nvi.ed. The Sw-<'per will start and o^>.rate on a six (6j 

ampere fuse.

Putting in To put handle in sweeper insert the tapered end in socket 
Handle so that screw with thumb nut is in "L" slot, in position 
indicated in cut (Fig. i). Tighten thumb nut to hold handle firmly 
in socket. 

Putting on Two bags are furnished. A small bag, of coarse texture, 
Bags to catch the heavy dirt, and a large bag, of fine texture, 

to catch the fine dirt. Place the small bag inside the large bag so that 
open ends are even, as shown in cut (Fig. 2), then slip loop on rear end 
over handle of sweeper. In putting bag on the sweeper the most 
convenient way is to put underside of bag on first, as shown in cut

t voltage of the electric circuit 
to which the sweeper is connected is low and that trouble may be 
experienced in starting. In this case tilt the sweeper so that brush 

is off the floor, as shown 
(Fig. 6), at the same time 
placing the hand over the 
outlet of the fan, where the 
bag is attached. This greatly 
reduces the load on the motor 
and allows it to start and 
come up to speed.

Small Rugs small rugs place 
them on a large rug and they 
will not creep as they will 
on a bare floor. If rugs are 
very small they can be easily 
and thoroughly cleaned by 
turning the sweeper upside 
down and drawing the rug

)„ the bag will not spill (Fig. 13). The bag should be cleaned after 
each hour of use. as a dirty bag will reduce the efficiency of the sweeper. 

If the din bag becomes worn out or is soiled so that you need a 
new bag one cau be procured from us or can be very easily made. 
The material is known as Atlas Silk or Toga Satin. If the bag is only 
soiled it ran be washed and starched so as to be clean and ].ractically 
as good as new. We have foun^l that the best starch for this purpose 

is made as follows: , . 1,1,,

Before using to ariate 
pillows be sure that no dirt 
or dust is left on inside of 
sweeper. Sweeper can be
